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VOTERS TURN DOWN APAR TMgtfrCOMPLEX 


Volk to Try Again in Development of McMullan Site 


Developer Frank J . 
Volk Sr. , today thanked 
Van Buren voters who 
turned out to endorse 
Lakeland Park and Its 
tax benefits as he 
analyzed loss of the 
special rezoning refer- 
endum by the narrow 
margin of 66 voters out 
of 1,466 cast. 


Despite clean skies and tine 
spring weather, property own- 
ers trickled to the polls to re- 
cord the light vote which de- 
nied, at least for the time being, 
an opportunity’ to build sorely 
needed tax base for township 
and school district operations. 

The balloting started Volk 
immediately on plans tor the 
next step toward gaining ap- 
proval tor an apartment de- 
velopment on 147 acres of Mc- 
Mullan land between the free- 


way and Belleville Lake west 
of Beckley road. 

"Of course. I will try again,” 
he said after the election. 

"I own the land and have 
every right to develop it, pre- 
ferably in Its highest and best 
use. Remaining unused, the land 
has little value to the township 
or to me.

"WE MAY have lost this skir- 
mish, but we’re a long way from 
losing the war.” 

Volk blamed the light vote 


largely on the fact that the ill- 
fated school mlllage election 
had been set for the day be- 
fore, requiring voter visits to 
the polls on two successive 
days. Ironically, the school 
board would have benefited 
more than anybody had the re- 
zoning been approved. 

Yet Volk was cheered by the 
line showing for his plan to 
build a planned golf course com- 
munity of 2,000 luxury apart- 
ments which would have in- 
creased the tax yield from the 


present $4,500 to $720,000 in 
the five to 10 years it would 
take to build Lakeland Park. 

"This close result is any- 
thing but a mandate against 
Lakeland Park,’ ’ he said. 

"It shows that at least 700 
voters recognized the economic 
facts and ignored the opposi- 
tion's last-ditch flurry of dis- 
tortions and untruths. If Just a 
slightly higher percentage had 
voted - and another 200 voters 
had turned out, the rezoning 
would have won handily. 


"WE STARTED out herewith 
the usual negative reaction 
against apartments, and we 
started out without any votes 
at all in opposition to an or- 
ganized, politically-oriented 
group of more than 800. Not 
only did we erode some of the 
opposition, but we won 700 
dlflnlte backers. 

41 It is sad Indeed when 766 
people, living in a relatively 
limited area, can decide the fi- 
nancial future of nearly 10,000 


township residents scattered 
over 36 square miles. 

“They accomplished this at 
tremendous cost in future tax 
revenues - which will have to 
be replaced out of individual 
taxpayer pockets unless we win 
In the end. Further school 
mlllage requests are inevitable, 
as are continuing increases in 
the cost of county and township 
government. 

"They won in the face of ap- 
proval of the project by town- 
ship officials elected to watch 


over the welfare of all the peo- 
ple, and in the face of approval 
by township and outside plan- 
ners and endorsement by the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

"Apparently they thought they 
were choosing between open 
fields and apartments, when 
the choice actually lay between 
surpluses in the tax base and 
increased deficits that always 
come with more single homes 
if not balanced by new tax base.

The School Board, disap- 
pointed by the voters’ over- 
whelming defeat of its proposed 
mlllage Increase request of 
$5.50 mills May 6, Is now con- 
fronted with the task of order- 
ing "cutbacks” in school serv- 
ices and programs to stay within 
a planned "reduced” budget of 
some $550,000 for the new 
school year if the system is to 
operate without deficit spend- 
ing.

IT WAS emphasized by school 
officials that no cutbacks have 
been ordered and none will be 
until a complete financial pic- 
ture, based on more accurate 
information now available, Is 
given considered study by both 
the administrative staff and 
School Board members. 

The School Board acted upon 
suggestions by Harold Q, Weth- 
er ell, school superintendent, 
who asked for Immediate de- 
tailed work sessions on the 
school budget. 

He also requested a com- 
plete reappraisal of next year's 
financing of school operations 
in light of more accurate data 
now received regarding town- 
ship valuation and state school 
aid. 

He reported that defeated 
mlllage request was based on 
estimated locome and expendi- 
tures. Although he felt that the 
estimates were pretty reliable 


and may stand, a reappraisal 
is now necessary. 

School officials stated that 
there will be detailed account of 
any possible cutbacks ordered 
by the school board given to 
the public. 

”We are not going to cut 
anything if we don’t have to,” 
Wetherell said. 

The Van Buren Education As- 
sociation negotiators have re- 
quested a meeting with the 
School Board on the school bud- 
get. A session was tentatively 
set tor May 23.

Voters Reject Apartments 


BELLEVILLE — A large 
multiple dwelling complex pro- 
posed for Van Buren Township 
was turned down by township 
voters in last Tuesday's Spe- 
cial Referendum Election. 

The project -- Lakeland 
Apartments, was rejected by 
a vote of 766 against to 700 
for the apartment complex. 

The total vote cast was 1.466 
out of a eligible vote registra- 
tion of 3,904. 

Approximately 35 per cent of 
the total ellbible vote cast bal- 
lots much to the disappointment 
of township officials and op- 
ponents of the project. 

* • • 

THE REFERENDUM VOTE 


was held when area residents, 
who objected to the construction 
of apartments at McMullan 
Point, the proposed site, ob- 
tained about 800 signatures to 
a referendum petition. The 
"No” voto tobu was nearly 100 
less. * 

These residents and the Van 
Buren Township Civic Associa- 
tion contested a rezoning ap- 
proval of 147 acres of land 
envolved from single to multi- 
ple dwelling by the Township 
Board which previously was ap- 
proved by the Township Plan- 
ning Commission, Wayne 
County Planning Commission 
with slight modifications, and 


the Wayne County Economic De- 
velopment Committee. 

The apartment complex con- 
sisted of 2,000 dwelling units 
to be built over a five to 10 
vear period, tennis courts, 
swimming pool, nine-hole golf 
course and club houses on land 
fronting Belleville Lake and 
generally bounded by 1-94 Ex- 
pressway South Service Drive, 
Denton and Beckley Roads and 
the north shore of Belleville 
Lake. 

The Developer of the apart- 
ment complex, Frank Volk, Sr., 
announced that the election re- 
sults has not deterred his plans

BELLEVILLE — Petitions 
requesting street and sidewalk 
paving In Huron Park Subdivi- 
sion No. 1 and No. 2 were 
approved by Belleville City 
Council. 

The petitions presented to 
council by Robert A. Smrcka 
of 172 Potter Drive and Ernie 
Patke of 684 Greylock con- 
tained 151 signatures. 

Of this total, 123 were for 
the paving program and 28 res- 
idents were against it. The 
123 residents represent ap- 
proximately 80 per cent of the 
subdivisions’ residents in favor, 
it was reported. 

Mayor Royce E. Smith told 
residents that where sidewalks 
were In good condition, resi- 
dents would not be charged 
even when such sidewalks are 
included In the paving program. 

He estimated the cost to be 
in the area of $25 per front 
foot for a street of 32 feet, or 
$50 per running foot of the 
street to be spilt between the 
residents on each side of the 
street. 

A 32- foot street would per- 
mit parking on both sides and 
traffic each way. 

City Council Is studying the 
paving of other streets In the 
area with the possibility of in- 
cluding them when presenting 
a contract for bidding.

When the estimates were 
made, township valuation and 
state aid was not officially de- 
termined. Now these reports 
are available. 

It was reported that even 
with an increase In state school 
aid (specific amount depends 
on school population) and a pos- 
sible additional revenue In- 
crease from Increased valua- 
tions In the township (higher 
the valuation the less state 
school aid), Van Buren School 
District Is still In need of a 
millage boost If current pro- 
grams and Increasing costs 
are to be met. 

The School Board took no 
action on the possibility of an- 
other millage election. 

Information that some voters 
who supported the millage In- 
crease proposal wanted to cir- 
culate petitions calling for an- 
other election reached the 
School Board Monday night but 
it brought no official action. 

Board members felt that the 
electorate had rendered Its de- 
cision. 

If the vote had been a close 
one, some Board members felt 
that another try would warrant 
consideration.

"THEY CHOSE deficits and 
higher taxes unless specific 
and direct action Is taken to 
overcome the decision and pro- 
vide needed bax base revenues. 

“If this is not done, every 
resident in the township will 
live to regret the fact that this 
group ignored its own best in- 
terests, as well as the best 
interests of the whole town- 
ship, to achieve a political vic- 
tory.” 

The developer said he had 
endeavored throughout to pre- 
sent truths through facts sup- 
ported by a growing record of 
experience with apartments na- 
tionally and In the Detroit area. 
Because there are no bad facts 
about such luxury apartment de- 
velopments at Lakeland Park, 
opponents were forced to rely 
on distortions and outright un- 
truths, he said. 

These reached a peak in the 
final days before election with 
muddled efforts to confuse the 
voters with totally unrelated 
information and deliberate un- 
truths, according to Volk. 

AMONG THE worstofthese 
was an Implication that apart- 
ments cause taxes to rise. 

“This kind of statement is 
an insult to my intelligence and 
that of the Intelligent voter. 
Ask any school administrator, 
any responsible public official 
or any land economist or plan- 
ner and you will find apart- 
ments are Just the opposite -

Volk said that his architects, 
Volk & London Inc., of South- 
field, already have started re- 
vising the original plans in 
preparation for a new presenta- 
tion to township officials.

F lee President Humphrey recently cited facts and 
figures which should send every American running 
to the nearest sports club or YMCA, or at least 
Jolt him out of the easy chair In front of his television 
set. 

Speaking to the new President's Council on Physical 
Fitness and Sports, of which he Is Chairman, Mr. Hum- 
phrey reported that: 

• One of every two American adults Is overweight, 
according to estimates by the American Medical Asso- 
ciation; 

• Fifty percent of America’s college students - young 
men and women in their late teens or early twenties - 
fall to meet accepted physical fitness standards; and 
• The average American youngster spends 10 hours 
watching TV for every hour he spends In supervised 
sports or physical activity. ^ 

AS A WAY of getting Americans of all ages to be more 
active and fit, the Vice President has suggested that we 
convert our schools Into neighborhood recreation cen- 
ters, Specifically, he Is asking all communities to keep 
open their school sports facilities - the gymnasiums, 
swimming pools, tennis courts, tracks, and playing 
fields - this summer. 

To us, Mr, Humphrey’s request makes excellent sense. 
America has nearly $100 billion Invested in Its schools, 
yet most communities operate them at capacity only eight 
hours a day, 180 days a year. 

Communities which already employ the approach rec- 
ommended by the Vice President report that It costs 
only a few dollars per capita to cover the cost of staff, 
equipment, maintenance and other operating expenses. 

That's cheap compared to the cost of duplicating 
the trained leadership and extensive facilities which 
our schools employ only part-time.

The Significance of Popov Day 

F or more than 45 years red poppies have been worn 
proudly by many Americans around Memorial Day. 
As this date draws near again I would like to tell 
you about this flower's significance and the purpose of 
Poppy Day, 

We In this country wear the poppy once a year to sig- 
nify the feeling of reverence in our hearts for the serv- 
icemen who died for America during two World Wars, 
the Korean War and the Vietnam Conflict, 

The poppy Is their flower. It grew on the battlefields 
of Europe where so many men fought and died. This 
flower grew along the battle lines and among the graves 
of American dead; because of this, it has become the 
symbol of their sacrifice. 

But In addition to serving as a memorial to the war 
dead, the poppy helps lighten the burden carried by the 
men who returned disabled In mind and body.

MAKING POPPIES gives employment to veterans who 
otherwise would not be able to tarn support for them- 
selves and their families. What form of aid could be 
more effective than helping veterans aid themselves 
with productive work? Poppy Day provides an annual 
opportunity for the American public to offer encour- 
agement and support to these men. 

As the special significance of Poppy Day has become 
widely known, more and more Americans wear these 
small red flowers proudly. 

The poppy has become recognized as an appropriate way 
In which our war dead can be honored while the disabled 
are rehabilitated. The need for the relief work which 
poppy funds make possible has grown each year. Our 
government has done much for disabled veterans and 
families of deceased servicemen, but much also remains 
to be done,

FUNDS FROM Poppy Day enable The American Legion 
and American Legion Auxiliary to meet this need. Dimes 
and dollars contributed during Poppy Day go directly 
into the rehabilitation and child welfare programs of 
these organlzaJLins. Not one cent Is retained by either 
of these service organizations which administer the 
program on a voluntary basis. 

Families aided by Poppy Day can be found in every 
community. Veterans who rely upon poppy making for 
earning money to support their families are to be found 
In virtually every state in the nation. Poppy benefits are 
used to strengthen lives blighted by wartime Injury and 
suffering. 

When you are asked to wear a Poppy on Thursday, 
May 23, remember the veteran in a hospital or workshop 
who made this memorial flower.

Some of the new ones cata- 
loged In the health book are -- 
Today, we have the mistaken 
idea that necessary and harm- 
less chemicals used in process- 
ing food-stuffs may cause 
mysterious diseases like can- 
cer. (They won't) 

We see people afraid to cook 
with aluminum utensils for fear 
of poisoning the food. (They will 
not.) 

We observe people who refuse 
to wear glasses, and others who 
shun much-needed hearing aids. 
(Both are completely accepted 
by society today.) 

People oppose fluoridation of 
public water supplies because 
the same chemical has also been 
used for poisoning rats, over- 
looking the fact that the whole 
difference lies in the matter of 
dosage. (Fluoridated water is 
completely safe.) 

Many people blame climatic 
changes on the atomic bomb; 
past generations attributed such 
changes to artillery fire, to the 
use of radio and television. (The 
bomb has not changed climate.)

Anglicized from the French 
lie du Castor, Michigan’s Bea- 
ver Island was so named be- 


cause on old maps It looked 
like a stretched out beaver skin. 

The Island is 32 miles off- 
shore from Charlevoix In north- 
eastern Lake Michigan, It’s 14 
miles long, six wide and is the 
largest island In Lake Michigan 
as well as being the main island 
In a group of 13,

BEAVER ISLAND originally 
was a haven for wildlife and a 
target for Indian hunting parties 
until Strang led a small hand 
of Mormon settlers to the island 
In 1847. 

Strang splintered from the 
main Mormon group after los- 
ing a fight with Brigham Young 
for the sect's leadership. Young 
and the main body headed west 
to Utah and the Strangltes Jour- 
neyed to Beaver Island. 

Strang proclaimed himself 
“king” and the island’s only 
city, St, James, was named 
after the monarch. 

Strang’s flock grew and so 
did the power of the only mon- 
archy In the continental United 
States. Despite the small size 
of the Island, its population 
was greater than that of Emmet 
County on the mainland and 
Strang was able to control the 
county government. 

♦ ♦ a 

STRANG’S AUTOCRATIC 
rule and religious tenets didn’t 
sit well with the malnlanders, 
mainly Irish settlers and fish- 
ermen, but It was two members 
of Strang's own colony who shot 
and killed him In 1856. 

The colony disintegrated and 
the Irish gradually began taking 
over the Island. They burned 
most of the Strangltes’ buildings 


but some still remain, Includ- 
ing the print shop which has been 
converted into a museum. 

With the Irish takeover and 
because of its forestation, Bea- 
ver Island soon became known 
as the ''Emerald Isle” and to 
this day the biggest holiday on 
the Island is St. Patrick’s Day.

BUT ANOTHER patron of the 
Island was a Russian nobleman. 
Count Feodora Protar, who was 
banished by the czar because 
he freed his serfs. Protar, a 
doctor, spent 30 years on Bea- 
ver Island, taking care of the 
Islanders’ medical needs with- 
out charge, 

Beaver Island today retains 
the rustic charm of the past 
and is an Ideal vacation spot 
for people who want to slow 
down, discover the wildlife and 
see spectacular lake sunsets. 

A trip to Beaver Island starts 
leisurely with a cruise on the 
modern motorshlp Beaver Is- 
lander out of Charlevoix. If s a 
two hour and 15 minute trip and 
you can take your car.

A, The financial problem 
facing the Romulus Schools Is 
not unique with Romulus, It 
Is a common problem facing all 
Michigan schools at the present 
time. The big task Is to find 
sufficient operating funds to 
keep pace with rising costs. 
The legislature has passed an 
Increased state aid bill, which 
will help, but many districts 
are still short of operating 
monies to continue present pro- 
grams and staff. The only 
avenue open Is to request ad- 
ditional mlllage from local tax- 
payers, Many school districts 


In Wayne County have held elec- 
tions this year and several more 
will be held on June 10th, the 
same date that Romulus Is mak- 
ing its request, 

Q. What mlllage will the 
Romulus voter be asked to 
approve on June 10th? 

A, The Board of Education 
Is asking that three (3) mills 
be authorized for the 1968 tax 
year and 5 mills In 1969- 
1970-1971 and 1972. 

Q. Why did the Board 


graduate Us request like 
that? 

A. The Board agreed that the 
minimum amount of mlllage 
needed for the 1968-69 school 
year would be three (3) mills, 
however, In 1969 when the new 
classrooms are In operation, 
2 additional mills will be re- 
quired for operating expenses to 
hire new teachers, purchase 
supplies, etc, 

Q. I’ve talked to a num- 
ber of people and we can’t 
understand why you keep 
coming back for mlllage 
each year. Why don’t you 


project your needs for a 
longer period of time? 

A. Financial need prompts 
the request, The Board had no 
crystal ball In assessing what 
the needs would be during these 
times of economic Instability, 
It was felt three years ago that 
the district was finally on its 
feet financially. The financial 
problems besetting It now were 
not present then, 

Q. The Board has picked 
a poor time to ask for more 
mlllage. What chance do 
you think you'll have for 
success when taxes over 


which we have no control 
keep skyrocketing? 

A, This Is a question that 
each voter will have to decide 
for himself. The Board felt 
It had no alternative than to 
let the voter decide if the pres- 
ent program should continue. 
School mlllage Is the only tax 
today on which a voter can vote 
yes or no. The voters In a 
school district are directly in- 
volved In financing the educa- 
tional program for their child- 
ren and grandchildren. 

Quality education In 1968 re- 
quires more diversified pro- 
grams, staff, and materials than 
in the past.

"Tornadoes are small but 
deadly storms that skip across 
the land cutting a swath of des- 
truction," warns Donal C. Bol- 
ton, Michigan Director of the 
Allstate Safety Crusade. 

They are violent local storms 
with winds that whirl at tre- 
mendous speeds. Many torna- 
does are accompanied by thun- 
derstorms, especially storms 
that deposit hailstones. Fre- 
quently two or more tornadoes 
appear In the same area, fol- 
lowing more or less parallel 
paths, 

Bolton points out that a tor- 
nado usually is seen as a ro- 
tating funnel-shaped cloud ex- 
tending toward the ground from 
the base of a thundercloud. 

Tornadoes vary In color from 
gray to black, but all have one 
deadly characteristic: rapidly 
rotating winds that cause them to 
spin like a top. When close by, 
tornadoes sound like the roar of 
hundreds of airplanes. 

* * * 

THE AVERAGE tornado path 
Is about 16 miles long and a 
quarter of a mile wide. Speeds 
range from 25 to 40 mph but 
can have speeds as high as 68 
miles an hour. In most cases 
they move from a westerly di- 
rection, usually from the south- 
west. 

Tornadoes occur In every 
state but most frequently in the 
central U.S. The number of 
tornadoes normally starts to 
increase In the Gulf states In 
February and reaches a peak 
there in March. 

The number Increases during 
the spring and spreads north- 
ward into the Midwest, occurr- 
ing there most often In May 
and June. 

Tornadoes do frightful dam- 
age, so precautions must be

People in houses without 
basements can sometimes be 
protected by taking cover under 
heavy furniture against Inside 
walls. Doors and windows on the 
sides of the house away from the 
tornado may be opened to equa- 
lize the air pressure Inside and 
help reduce damage to the build- 
ing. Standing against the Inside 
wall on a lower floor of an 
office building offers some pro- 
tection. 

After the storm has passed. 


don’t use the telephone except 
for an emergency and keep your 
radio or TV on for Information 
and public Instruction. Stay away 
from broken or low hanging 
power lines. Tell police or utili- 
ty companies about them.

In a fight to prevent re- 
segregation and stop scare 
tactics of some Northwest 
Detroit real estate brokers, the 
Northwest Community Organi- 
zation (NCO) is launching a 
door-to-door campaign called 
ACCESS in the Wicks area. 


balance discriminatory 
practices against whites in 
changing neighborhoods and 
thus to keep the area from 
becoming resegregated. 


WICKS is a pseudonym for 
the Winship, Cerveny, King and 
Shulze school districts. The 
ACCESS program was launched 
by Protestant, Catholic and 
Jewish clergy and community 
leaders last fall. The main 
effort then was to seek co- 
operation from the United 
Northwestern Realty Associ- 
ation which represents 80-90 
percent of real estate trans- 
actions in the Northwest area 
and all Northwest suburbs. 


Future plans for the North- 
west Community Organization 
include the canvassing of at 
least three more areas with 
the ACCESS program. It is 
also attempting to establish 
itself along the line of change 
as a broad-based community 
organization with professional 
organizers dealing with many 
problems other than housing- 
crime, education, zoning, etc. 
A community organizer, Hank 
Lelauraln, has been hired.

This week NCO's effort Included 
the turning over of 1,000 names 
on Cease Solicitation petitions 
to 57 area real estate brokers. 


NCO, through its ACCESS 
arm, Is also seeking support 
from suburban and all white 
areas to begin a major cam- 
paign boycotting UNRA and 
making more direct attempts 
at developing “freedom of 
choice" in housing in all white 
areas of the city and suburbs. 


Under the Detroit's Fair 
Neighborhood Practices 
Ordinance, it is unlawful for 
a broker to solicit a home 
once the owner his requested 
him not to do so. 


According to Lelauraln, 
homeowners canvassed have 
been surprisingly enthusiastic 
about the community “doing 
something" to stop the real 
estate solicitation, to relieve 
the unnatural pressures on 
changing areas by opening up 
all white areas, and to work 
generally to build up our 
community. 


As a result of the campaign 
so far, over 700 Northwest 
homeowners in the Guest School 
area have pledged not to sell 
their homes through the United 
Northwestern Realty Associ- 
ation until the Association 
agrees to the requests being 
made by ACCESS. 


ACCESS hopes to take undue 
pressures off the Northwest 
section by forcing the 
association to heip "open up" 
the suburbs. Among the points 
ACCESS Is asking are the 
following:

F ifty years ago today the ujs. Air 
Mall Service was born. It was during 
the peak of World War I, on May 15, 
918, that the first mall was flown from one 
.’Ity to another In the United States. 

WTth the world embroiled in the great war 
houghts toward commercial aviation were 
ilmost non-existent. Development of aviation 
or civilian use was shelved for military pro- 
ects and for many years to come. Only after 
.indbergh's famous flight from New York to 
*aris in 1927 did our nation and public Interest 
*coo* aroused over the commercial uses of 
illation. 

Thus even though a naw type of warfare In 
ha sides over France waa biasing in the baad- 
inaa of the nation’s press, a small group 
oaugurated the first air mail sarvice. This 
.irat flight was scheduled to fly between Wash- 
ington DX. and New York City, with a atop over 
light at Philadelphia. 


Piloted by UJS. Army pilots, Army planes, 
£ M lnfirSi mod ified Curtiss JN-4H 
•jl-planes, known a s " Je nni e ° d 

carry the world’s first air mail. The military 
leet was in charge of a Major R J4. Fleet who 
later was to become well known for other feats 
in aviation. 

The official inauguration ceremonies were 
witnessed by President Woodrow Wilson and 
other dignitaries among whom were, the first 
Assistant Postmaster in charge of air mail, 
Otto Praeger, M.O. Chance, postmaster of 
Washington D.C., and the Postmaster General 
In 1918, AX. Burleson. 

The first air mail flight, like most inaugural 
events, was not without Incidents. The pilot 
assigned to fly the first flight was Lt. George 
Boyle with a gross load of about 150 pounds 
jf mall. Eager to get started on this historic 
flight Lt. Boyle supped into the open cockpit 
of the Jennie Biplane, adjusted his helmet and 
joggles, and called for the mechanics to start 
the engine. 

With loud gasping and coughing the engine 


started and as Lt. Boyle started to roll out 
the engine gasped and stopped. 

It was soon discovered that with the excitement 
of hectic preparations and eventful day, no one 
had put gas Into the tanks of ths airplane. 
However this incident did not end the woes of 
Lt. Boyle. After being enroute for some time 
and flying with almost non-existent navigation 
aids, the young army pilot became lost and made 
a forced landing on a farm yard in Maryland. 

In the forced landing the propeller of the 
airplane was smashed and the air mall had to 
•it until the next day when another Army pilot, 
Lt. H.P. Culver, picked It up and flew it on to 
Philadelphia and New York. However similar 
relays were soon flying without too many pro- 
blems and on one such relay two other Army 
pilots, Lts. Torrey Webb and James Edgarton 
flew the air mall on the 218 mile distance from 
Washington, D.C, to New York in a record 
(for that day) 3 hrs. and 20 mins. 

By late summer of the same year the Post 
Office Department began taking over the routes 
from the Army and also began establishing new 
ITTf^jM^n the end of W orld War I new 
and stronger a 1 rcra^wE tjon 
by the postal service with availability of the war 
surplus DeHaviland DH-4. Powered with the 
famous 420 h.p. Liberty engine the DH-4 could 
carry a payload far exceeding that of the Jennie 
JN-4 and were used on air mall routes through- 
out the U.S, for years to come. 

Today 50 years later, air mail service 
blankets every corner of the earth in a matter 
of hours rather than days. For many years 
air mall contracts have been let to major air 
carriers who carry mail and cargo around 
the world. 

The advancement and progress of aviation in 
this new era of the jet age is very evident with 
this comparison as tribute. . .the same route 
from Washington, D.C, to New York City, a 
distance of 218 air miles, in 3 hrs. and 20 mins. 
In 1918, Is flown by the average jet today in. . . 
about 23 minutes.

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND ORDINANCE NO. 61-44, BY AMENDING SECTION 12.03

THE TOWNSHIP OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

PART L That Ordinance 61-44, known as the Zoning 
Ordinance of the Township of Romulus, shall be and 
hereby Is amended by amending Section 12.03 to read 
as follows: 

Section 12.03. MINIMUM STANDARDS AND RE- 
QUIREMENTS. Each Mobile Home and Trailer Coach 
Park shall be subject to and shall comply with die 
following standards and requirements: 

(A) Romulus Township Building Code, Plumbing Code, 
Electrical Code, Heating Code and Housing Code and such 
other Township regulations that reflect the well being of 
the persons living in a Mobile Home Park. 

(B) General Rules and Regulations* 

(1) Ail mobile home parks shall comply with Act 243 of 
Michigan Public Acts of 1959, as amended, It being 
the Trailer Coach Park Act. 

(2) All mobile home parks shall have access to and 
have not less than four hundred (400) feet of 
frontage upon a County Primary Road having not 
less than one hundred twenty (120) feet of right- 
of-way. 

(3) The parcel of land being proposed for a mobile home 
park shall provide for a minimum of fifty (50) lots, 
and not less than fifty (50) spaces shall be completed 
and ready for use before an occupancy permit may 
be Issued. 

(4) An open area shall be provided on each mobile home 
lot to avoid undue congestion, to provide adequate 
light and ventilation, and to provide for outdoor uses 
essential to a mobile home. Each mobile home lot 
shall be not less than three thousand two hundred 
(3,200) square feet in area. All mobile home lots 
shall be computed exclusive of area allotted to 
roads, park facilities, boundary greenbelt area and 
recreation space. Each mobile home lot shall be 
occupied by only one (1) mobile home. 

(5) All mobile home units shall be self contained and 
be provided with individual underground connec- 
tions to water, sewer, gas, electricity, telephone 
and television. 

All mobile homes shall have hitches and tongues re- 
moved within thirty (30) days after occupancy. Nor- 
mally, such hitches may be ordered from factory 
with removable plates. 

Meters and outlets shall be arranged in a uniform 
manner throughout the park. No outside storage of 
gas or other fuel tanks shall be allowed. 

(6) Yard Requirements. The side yard on the non- entry 
side shall be not less than four (4) feet in width. 'Hie 
sum of the side yards at the entry side and non- 
entry side of a mobile home stand shall be not less 
than twenty- four (24) feet. There shall be a rear 
yard of not less than ten (10) feet at the rear end of 
the stand and a front yard of not less than ten (10) 
feet at the front end of the mobile home stand. For 
irregularly shaped side yards, the sum is deter- 
mined by the sum of the average width of such side 
yard, provided that the required mini mu ms above 
are maintained at all points in the side yard. 
Screened areas as provided in paragraph (10) 
below shall not be included as yard space. 

\ 

(7) Location of Mobile Home. Set Back. No mobile home 
shall be located closer than fifty (50) feet to the 
right-of-way line of a one hundred twenty (120) foot 
public highway, or twenty (20) feet to the mobile 
home perk property line. 

(8) Parking. Paved vehicle parking spaces shall be 
provided at the rate of two (2) car spaces for each 
mobile home lot. 

(9) Stand Requirements for Lots. Each mobile home 
lot shall be provided with a stand of reinforced 
3000 pound concrete at least four (4) inches thick, 
which shall extend one (1) foot beyond the exterior 
sides of the mobile home, plus a patio area. A 
patio shall be provided and shall have a minimum 
area of one hundred eighty (180) square feet, shall 
be conveniently located to the entrance of the mobile 
home, appropriately related to the open areas of the 
lot and other facilities related to existing or anti- 
cipated mobile home models and shall be at the same 
elevation as the mobile home stand. 

(10) Enclosure Regulations. 

(a) Permits - A building permit as may be Issued by the 
Romulus Building Department, shall be required for 
additions to a mobile home which exceeds $50.00 in 
cost; however, no permit shall be required for an 
awning when there is no enclosure on the sides. 

(b) Skirting - Every occupied mobile home shall be pro- 
vided with a uniform type of metal skirting which 
shall not be more than twenty-six (26) gauge, 
and which shall be installed within sixty (60) 
days after occupancy. 

(c) A uniform type of canopy or awning maybe installed 
and attached to a mobile home for recreation and 
&un room purposes, when placed on a concrete pad 
which shall extend one (1) foot beyond enclosed area. 
Such enclosure may be screened or glassed in, but 
It shall not axceed twelve (12) feet in width, nor 
shall it axceed the length of the mobile home. Such 
an enclosure shall not be used as a bedroom or 
for sleeping quarters. 

(d) A uniform type of storage space consisting of one 
(1) metal six (6) toot by seven (7) foot utility cabi- 
net may be Installed. 

Each moblla home shall ba Jacked upon a uniform 
jack or block. 

(11) Occupancy. Mobile homes shall not ba occupied 
by persons other than tha owner or persons of his 
immediate family. The trailer “Owner" shall in- 
clude purchasers of such mobile homes on a time 
payment plan, but shall not lncluda a tenant or 
lessee thereof 

(II) Street System Requirements. Streets shall ba pro- 
vided on the site where necessary to furnish 
principal traffic ways tor convsnitnt access to 
ths mobila horns sits, and othsr Important faclUtlsa 
on ths proparty, Ths strati system shill provide 
convsnitnt circulation by meant of minor straets. 
Closed ends of dead -and streets shall be provided 
with a turning olrols of not lass than sixty (60) 
feet outside radius. 

Ths street right-of-way ahall bt of adequate 
width to accommodate the contemplated width 
of pavement, sidewalk, and planting strips, but 
shall not ba less than sixty (60) feet tor collector 
streets and not lass then fifty (60) feet tor minor 
or secondary streets. Streets shall be paved 
with a hard dust fret material. 

Tha principal entrance to a mobile horns park 
•hall be a .boulevard type street consisting of 
two (8) divided traffic lanes, each lane being not 
less than twenty (20) feet in width and total 
right-of-way width of not less thin eighty (80) 
feet. 

PAVEMENT WIDTHS 

Collector streets shall be provided with two (2) 
traffic lanes, each not less thin eleven (11) feet 


In width, with an eight (8) foot parking strip 
on both sides. 

Secondary streets shall be provided with two (2) 
traffic lanes each not less than ten (10) feet 
in width with an eight (8) foot parking strip on 
both sides. 

Curbing shall be required, provided, however, 
the Planning Commission may approve plans 
without curbs where such plans show other 
adequate means for the control of surface drain- 
age, protection of the edges of the pavement and 
the roadway shoulder, and for the prevention of 
erosion along the shoulder and the berm of the 
roadway. 

All streets and appurtenant structures shall com- 
ply with the standards as required by the Township. 

(13) Walk System Requirements. The mobile home 
park walk system shall be not less than three 

(3) feet wide and not less than four (4) inches 
thick. Walks from each mobile home entrance 
to facilities on the lot and connections to the 
primary walk system, shall be not less than 
thirty (30) Inches wide and not less than four 

(4) inches thick. All walks shall consist of 
3,000 pound concrete. 

(14) Electric Wiring. Etc. Regulations. All electric 
lines to each mobile home stand, shall be under- 
ground, and shall be provided with a three (3) 
wire balanced 115-230 volt supply. When sep- 
arate meters are installed, each meter shall 
be located on a uniform standard post adjacent 
to each mobile home stand. Wiring shall comply 
with the Local Utility's rules for service to mobile 
home parks as filed with the Michigan Public 
Service Commission. A copy of which is on 
file in the office of the Township Clerk for public 
inspection. 

(15) Recreational Area. In addition to yard require- 
ments, there shall be provided an area of not 
less than one hundred (100) square feet for 
recreation, for each mobile home lot in the 
said park, with a minimum area of not less 
than five thousand (5,000) square feet, which 
park area shall be no longer than two (2) times 
its width. Such area shall be developed and 
maintained by the owner or operator of said 
park so as to provide suitable healthful recrea- 
tion for the occupants of the mobile home park. 

(16) Greenbelt Planting Strip. A greenbelt planting 
strip, not less than twenty (20) feet in width, 
shall be located and continually maintained along 
the exterior boundary lot lines. Such greenbelt 
shall be composed 6t one (1) row of deciduous 
and/or evergreen trees, spaced not more than 
forty (40) feet apart and not less than two (2) 
rows of shrubs, spaced not more than eight 
(8) feet apart and which will have grown at 
least to a height of five (5) feet or more after 
one (1) full growing season and which shrubs 
will eventually grow to a height of not less 
than twelve (12) feet. 

(17) Park Maintenance. Each mobile home site shall 
be seeded or sodded and have a good stand of 
grass before occupancy. The entire mobile home 
park shall be maintained in a neat, clean and 
presentable condition at all times. 

(18) Business Operations Prohibited. Exception. No 
business of any kind shall be conducted in any 
mobile home, or in other structures or on the 
premises of the mobile home park, except the 
normal, buslnaae-- of" management of the park 
itself and such other accessory retail sales for 
the sole use of the tenants of mobile home park. 

(19) Lighting. Street and yard lights, sufficient in 
number and intensity of not less than an average 
of one-half (0.5) foot candles to permit the safe 
movement of vehicles and pedestrians at night, 
shall be provided and shall be effectively related 
to buildings, trees, walks, steps and ramps. 

' t 

(20) Prohibition of Storage. Mobile Home Mainten- 
ance. There shall be no storage underneath 
any mobile home and each lot shall be main- 
tained in a clean, neat and presentable condition 
at all times. 

(21) Fences. Any individual mobile home lot line 
fence, if allowed by Mobile Home Park Operator, 
shall be uniform in height, shall not exceed 
thirty (30) Inches in height, and shall be con- 
structed in such a manner as to provide fire- 
men access to all sides of each mobile home. 
No fence shall be located within the front yard. 

(22) Drainage. The grounds of the mobile home park 
shall be graded to drain so that surface water 
will not stand in puddles. 

(23) Occupancy Load. The occupancy load of any 
mobile home shall be limited to provide no less 
than three hundred (300) cubic feet of air space 
per occupant, exclusive of the cubic air space 
of toilet rooms and closets. 

(24) Laundry Facilities. Laundry facilities, either 
coin operated or otherwise, shall be provided 
in sufficient number to provide for reasonable 
use by occupants of mobile home park. Outdoor 
drying shall not be permitted. 

(25) Garbage and Rubbish Storage. Each mobile home 
shall be provided with two (2) fly-proof and water 
tight, twenty gallon metal containers; one con- 
tainer for rubbish and one container for garbage. 
All garbage and trash shall be collected weekly. 

(26) Fire hydrants of a alio and pressure as used 
by the Township of Romulus shall be Installed 
within the mobile home park so that no mobile 
home ahall be located more than six hundred 
(600) feet from any fire hydrant or as approved 
by tho Township Engineer. 

PART IL CONFLICTING PROVISIONS REPEALED. 
Any Ordinance or part of an Ordinance In conflict 
herewith la hereby repealed. 

PART m. VALIDITY. Should any section, clause or 
provision of this Ordinance be declared by the Court to 
be invalid, the same shall not affect Uie validity of this 
Ordinance is a whole or any part thereof, other than 
the part so declared to be invalid. 

PART IV. EFFECTIVE DATE. The provisions of 
this Ordinance ire hereby declared to bo immediately 
necessary for ths prossrvatlon of the peace, health, 
safety and welfare of the people of the Townsldp of 
Romulus and are hereby ordered to be given immediate 
effect and be In force from and aftor the earliest date 
allowed by law, and thla Ordinance Is hereby ordered 
to be published in the manner prescribed by law.

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State Provides Safeguards in Auto Deals 


LANSING -- Does a Michigan 
citizen have any protection 
against being flim-flammed 
when he buys a car? 

The answer is yes. A little 
publicized consumer protection 
activity program of the Michi- 
gan Department of State is its 
Auto Dealer Review Board 
which often takes disciplinary 
action against improper activi- 
ties by ce rta i n unscrupulous 
auto dealers. 

M \Ve control dealers at two 
Junctures/* Secretary of State 
James M. Hare said. "We re- 
new their licenses each year. 
And we have the option^ bring- 
ing in for hearings dealers who 
may be guilty of violations 
against the buying public." 

Nearly 200 cases were re- 
ferred to the Dealer Record 
Review Board during the past 
fiscal year. Of these, 159 cases 
were referred for alleged vio- 
lations of the vehicle code. 


and in instances where there is 
a question about the individual 
... if he has a criminal record 
or has a bad dealer record. . . 
he Is denied a license. 

"This tends to upgrade the 
entire automotive selling indus- 
try and prevent consumer fraud 
practices," said Hare. 

Complaints against dealers 
are initiated in various ways. 

"Persons may take up their 
problems with the attorney 
general’s office or may report 


alleged violations directly to 
our department," Hare said. 

Basically, problems against 
dealers are of two types: (1) 
violations of law; and (2) viola- 
tions of agreement. 

"Unfortunately, in many in- 
stances a buyer may be taken 
by a 'fast' dealer and there is 
absolutely nothing anyone can 
do about it," Hare stated. 
"These often involve verbal 
agreements between the dealer 
or salesman and the buyer. 
These are strictly cases of 


caveat emptor, let the buyer 
beware. 

"In instances where we can 
determine that there was fraud, 
we advise the aggrieved citizen 
to obtain legal counsel and, in 
addition, take action internally 
against the dealer’s right to 
operate in Michigan. 

Hare had these admonitions 
for car buyers: 

1. "Go to a reputable dealer. 
The vast majority of dealers 
are honest. It's the old story of 


the few 'rotten apples’ spoiling 
it for the many. 

2. Don’t sign any blank docu- 
ments . . . mainly financing 
papers. 

3. Don't accept verbal agree- 
ments. Make all conditions of a 
deal on paper and get It signed 
by the dealer. 

4. Question 'sensational 
deals.' Many sensational deals 
turn out to be just that ... but 
for the seller and not the 
buyer.”

"While these hearings are 
designed to provide a better 
deal for the buyer, in many 
instance s we find that the dealer 
"was ika ai faulted wrong- 
fully accused," said Hare.

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Inter- Community Cooperation in Area Cited by U.S. 


WAYNE - The success of the Central Wayne County Sanitation 
Authority as an example of lnter-communlty cooperation was 
recognized recently by the U.S. Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD), according to Wayne City Manager 
Wallace Arrowsmith. 

Arrowsmith, writing in the April issue of Michigan Municipal 
Review, said the authority was recognized by HUD in Its award 
program for inter-governmental cooperation inurbandevelopment. 

The authority also has a demonstration grant under HUD's 
solid-wastes program, and is ready to start construction of 
a fly-ash slurry-treatment facility in which waste materials 
will be treated chemically and will allow* reuse of a high per- 
centage of the water. 

"As problems of urban growth become more numerous, more 
complex and more urgent, local municipalities are called on to 
exercise greater technical and administrative ingenuity and 
skill,** Arrowsmith wrote, referring to the organization of 
the sanitation authoi^ty. 

The cooperative aspect of the sanitation authority involved 
townships, villages, cities, the Detroit Metropolitan Regional 
Planning Commission, the Wayne County Health Department, 
the Huron-Clinton Metropolitan Authority, and the federal govern- 
ment, according to Arrowsmith. 

The municipalities of Garden City; the Township of Dearborn, 
now the City of Dearborn Heights; the Township of Nankin, 
now the City- of Westland; the Village of Inkster, now a city, 
and the Village of Wayne, now a city, were drawn together 
under the Detroit Metropolitan Regional Planning Commissions 


guidance into tho Central Wayne Planning Council along with 
the City of Dearborn and the Township of Romulus, Arrowsmith 
wrote. 

"This group met monthly over a four-year period prior 
to 1955," Arrowsmith wrote, and concluded that the most 
pressing problem facing communities in this area in years 
to come would be garbage and rubbish disposal.** 

At the urging of the City of Dearborn, the municipalities 
agreed to prorate amongst themselves, according to 
population, the cost of a survey on the problem. Through 
the help and coordination of the Wayne County Health Depart- 
ment, the municipalities of Allen Park, Melvindale, Livonia, 
Plymouth Township, the City of Plymouth, Northville Village, 
and Northville Township joined the original five communities 
to form the Western Wayne County Communities. The City 
of Dearborn dropped out of the study. 

In April 1954, according to Arrowsmith, the consultants* 
report was presented. Meetings continued on an informal 
basis until it became apparent that Garden City, Dearborn 
Heights, Westland, Inkster and Wayne had the greatest interest 
and could be grouped economically. 

"In discussions leading to formal incorporation,** according 
to Arrowsmith, "representatives agreed that the authority should 
never be extended beyond the five original communities. This 
decision was based on observations of the expansions of other 
authorities where board of directors had become unwieldly, 
causing control to be further removed from the Individual 
communities. In addition, distance from the communities to 
the plant as well as from the plant to the ash disposal affects 


costs in such an operation. It was agreed that every effort 
should be made to locate the plant in as central an area as 
possible to reduce transportation mileage for each community.** 

One immediate problem was finding a suitable location for 
the facility, according to Arrowsmith. Two sites were rejected 
after public hearings in the areas. 

"Each hearing was attended by a few hundred emotionally 
charged citizens," Arrowsmith wrote, "some of whom lived 
as far as two miles from the proposed sites. The apparent 
stigma of an Incinerator plant as they were operated then 
In many parts of the country brought objections despite pro- 
mises of establishing one that would be practically smoke-free 
and beautifully landscaped." 

The facility finally was established adjacent to an intersection 
in Dearborn Heights and across the street from Westland and 
Inkster, and on October 19. 1964, the incinerator plant opened 
officially. It has two continuous-feed reciprocating grate fur- 
naces with a combined capacity of 500 tons per 24-hour day. 
Space was* provided for a third furnace, and this now is In the 
planning stage. 

Authority members now recognize that a further waste-disposal 
problem must be solved soon: disposing of non-burnables and 
industrial wastes. 

"Studies are being made of these new problems and of whether 
joint- contract pickup or pickup by the authority itself should 
be contemplated in the near future," Arrowsmith said. "Thought 
also is being given to the inclusion of a dog pound on the site."
